the Preshyteries of the nation an 
overture’ on whether women 
should be permitted to be — or- 
Gaingd ministers and elders. 

Conservatives Gppose 

At the same time’ the assem- 
tly approved the action of the 
presbsteries .in which they voted 
that wilful! desertion should not 
be eliminated as scriptural 
grounds for divorce, Both moves: 
had. been opposed by the more 
‘conservative element in t Ne 
church, the element which _ be- 
lieves that “woman’s place is in 
the home,” and that the divorce 
code should be tightened. 

During the deliberations on 
these two matters the delegates 
forgot for a time one other high- 
ly interesting matter— the ad- 
ministration dispute at Prince- 
ton seminary. 

Finances Sound 

The nearly 1000 delegates, 
however, give attentive ears ‘ to 
still another question. that of 
their finarces, particularly when 
J. William Smith, Philadelphia 
banker an“ chairman of the com- 
mittee on budget and finance, on- 
nounced that for the first time 
in the history of the Presbyter- 
fan churck “the slate had been 
celared of debts.” 

The question of “women’s equ- 
ality” was not new to the general 
as8embly.

and ‘elders. They always have 
cone a great work in the church 
and it is high time they were 
given due recognition.” 

The overture will be passed 
down to nearly 300 presbyteries 
for a vote and the result will be 
announced at the 1930 general 
ussembly.

J. G. Giege of the Rockefeller 
Foundation with ‘headquarters in 
San Francisco. . 

Dr. Geige made an_ investiga- 
tion of:each of the persons Dr. 
Peters alleged were made ill be- 
cause of impure meats and de- 
clared that “there was no, doubt 
that the people had been strick- 
en from eating tainted meat.” , 

An inspection tour of butcher 
shops was made by Drs. H. B. 
Reiner and G. E. Anderson of the 
state department of agriculture 
where they found only inspected 
meats. The state physicians de- 
clare that they had come to an 
agreement with Pittsburg butch- 
ers,on inspection service and that 
state inspectors would be main- 
tained here. The butchers will 
drop their plea for t@unicipal in- 
spection.
